A Relation of the Death of a Scotch Papift Gentleman, Named CHARLES STUART, 
Laird of Caſtleton, who Murder'd himſelf at Mr. Walter Davis F/ouſe in Amer- 
Corner, the 1 1thof this Inſtant June, 1689. who was ſuſpefted as a Confederate with 
the Six aforeſaid Gentlemen, in Biſperſing the ſaid Declaration. 


N Maunday being the 10:h Inſtant, berween 11, and 12. at Night were ap« 
() prehended Six Gentlemen of good Faſhion and Appearancr, and of ſeeming 
Quality, who were taken in manner following : T heſe Gentlemen had becn 

perſued by the Conſtable and Watch, and about the Hour of Eleven at Night were 
fixt at the Ship-Tavern over-againſt the Poultry-Compter; and upon enquiry made of 
the Maſter of che Houſe, he firſt own'd them tor his Rel:tions and Friends ; bur after 
many frivolous and contraditory Excuſes, rhe Conſtable and Officers not fatisfied 
therewith, apprehended them, and found with chem about 400 or 500 hundred « f 
the late King Fames his Declaration, newly Wer fiom the Preis, covered over wich a 
Purple Cloak; the Cloak as well as Papers were utterly diſown'd, and the Perio.:s 
committed to Jayle, and the next day being Examined before the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen, were very obſtinate, refuſing ro own the Papers, or diſcover their true 
Names; for which ! ts were Remandcea to Priſon, and with them the Maſter of the 


ſaid Tavern as their Confederate. | 
About Chriſtmas )aſt alſo, a Scotch Gentleman rook a Lodging at Mr. Davis's a 


Book- Binder , dwelling at Amen-Corner , near Pater-Noſfter-Row z his Civil Deport- 


ment and Behaviour, gain'd much upon the AﬀeRions of his kind Landlord, and 
his great Parts and Ingenuity made his Company very acceptable to all perſons, He 
was obſerv'd to be a very ſober and moderate Man, and very Complaiſane to all per- 
ſons ; and in the late King James's time liv'd in that Splendor, that he kept rwo Men 
to wait on him ; but ſince, being redac'd to a meaner Station, was forc't to patt 
with both his Men. 

This Gentleman was of a very Great Name, 2s Charles Stuart, and of ſome Fi- 
gure in the World, as a Laird in hisown Country, and alſo living in ſome Credit, was 
reaſonably preſunied by all that knew him to have been under tome private Truſt in 

land, and the ſuddenneſs of ſo Fatal an Execution, by all ConjeRuze, is imputed 
only to ſome Defeat and Unſucceſs in che Aﬀairs of his Party in Scotland, The Pro- 
reftant Cauſe, throughrthe Providence of God, has ſo ſucceeded in that Kingdom, 
as has not a little diſheartned the Catholick Agents of that Nation: And this un- 
happy Gentleman, being a known Romiſh Convert of the laſt Reign, and nndoubredly 
rivetted in the Catholick Interei?, being indeed coo ingenuous to diſown his Perſwa- 
ſion, whatever Concealment he made of his Aﬀeairs; fo facal and fudden a Delpair is 
by all Circumſtances, imagined to flow from no other Cauſe, Whether che apprehen- 
fion of the other Six Romiſh Agents might occaſion any part okfo violent a Reſo- 
lution, as perhaps ſome ways concerned with them, is not yet known ; or from whar- 
ever other defeared purpoſes cannot juſtly be aſſign'd, Only co the matter of his 
Death, he was ſo reſolved to diſpatch himſelf, that he committed this Barbarity with 
his own Sword, and was ſo hardy in the performance, that one Wound failing, he 
oave himſelf no leſs chan four or five Stabs rocompleat his bloody purpoſe. The Fact 
being eommitred berween Seven and Eight in the Morning chis Inſtant 11th of June. 
His {aid ſeveral Wounds have been view'd by divers able Surgeons, and he is ac 
preſent lefc lying on his Face, being the poſture in which he was found, till the Co- 
xoners Inqueſt firs upon him.
